State Attorney Richard 1 
Gerstein of Dade County 
said yesterday that he has* 
subpoenaed records of C. G. 
(Bebe) Rebozu’s Key BiS- 
cayne barik relating to-Pres- 
ident Nixon’s personal fi- 
nances and contributions 
made to the Nixon' reelec- 
tion campaign. 
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Stearins 'testified about was | 
in any way related to the 
$100,000 which Rebozo has 
said he received as a Nixon 
campaign contribution from 
billionaire Howard Hughes. 
But Gerstein pointed out 
that rAozo had said he 
kept that money in cash for 
three years before returning 
it ta Hughes early this year. 

In an sntertoew with the 
Miami Herald published on 
Nov. 1, 1973, Re bozo said he 
had the Hughes money in- 
ventoried and the' serial 
numbers copied because “I 
wanted to- make absolutely 
sure 4hat there was no ques- 
tion about Tt being the iden- 
tical bills

the Hughes money in the. 
bank in casji because no fi- 
nance, chiirifian or cam- 
paign chairman for the 
Nixon re-election committee 
had been named when the 
contribution was made in 
1970. X r 

In the same interview Re- 
bozo said he handled some 
other unspecified financial 
contributions to Mr. Nixon 
in 1972 but would have sent 
them to Maurice H. t Stans, 
chairman of the Finance 
Committee to Re-elect the 
President. 

“So the (Hughes) $100,000 
was the only money you 
didn’t handle that/way /’ Re- 
bozo was asked. 

“That’s 1 correct/’ he re- 
plied. 

The = subpoenas for the 
bank records on the Nixon 
campaign contributions and 
personal finances were is- 
sued by Gerstein after he 
questioned Stearns and an- 
other former Key Biscay ne 
bank officer, ftiebard De- 
Boer. 

DeBoer resigned from the 
bank this month after an in- 
vestigation was launched by 
tht Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance fcoep. into his back- 
ground The Miami Herald 
said the FDIC was probing 
DeBoer’s record as a stock- 
broker who had been sus- 
pended by the Securities 
and Exchange fcommission 
in 1971. 

Stearns joined the bank in 
September. 1968, and left 
last December, citing per- 
sonal reasons. | .
